A series of recommendations com- 


prising a labor program accompanied 
tbe annual report of Secretary of La- 
bor Davis, made public today . The 
report after reviewing the labor his- 
tory of the year, and pointing out the 
industrial lessons of the coal and rail 
read strikes makes the following re- 
commendations: 


The extension and expansion of the 


Conciliation Service of tho Depart- 
ment of Labor to provide it with fa- 
ciliy** which will permit it to deal 
witS nation-wide industrial distur- 
bances. 


The strengthening of the United 


States Employment 
Service to en- 


able ft to meet the problem of unem- 
ployment. 


Provision 
for

abroad of all aliens seeking admis- 
sion to the United States with rigir 
physical, mental, moral and blood 
testa,. 


Tto enrolment by the federal au- 


thoifties of all aliens within the bor- 
dom of the United States and provi- 
sion for the education in Americanism 
of INtdl M *ro eligible for naturaliza- 
tion.

trussing the industrial conflicts 


of jfjhe year and means for preventing 
simitar clashes in the future the Sec- 
retiry's report said: 


"We must find a way to avert these 


futile, fatal appeals to force in in- 
ditetry, with their vast losses to the 
w<j4§cer, the employer, and to the pub- 
li«,wnich is today so vitally dependent 
upon industry in its daily life. We 
must and will find a way to settle 
those disputes by the force of reason 
and justice before the appeal to forte 
is made. Instead of conferences after 
months of industrial battle, I would 
have council before the strike is called. 


"There is a close community of in- 


terest between the employer and the 
worker in every industry. 
Unless 


obscured by passion and prejudice in 
the heat of dispute, that community 
of interest will operate to 
adjust 


any differences that 
may arise be- 


ftttan the two, to their common bene 
fit. This community of interest, to 
my mind* is the secret of ending 
these 'industrial conflicts. 


"There seems to be an unalterable 


opposition on the part of both em- 
ployer and worker to the bringing 
into any dispute of a third -party 
vested with all coercive powers suf- 
ficient to force 
a settlement. Our 


people have not indorsed any general 
policy of compulsion in dealing with 
the»« disputes. The principles of en- 
forcqd arbitration, in any Ruise, is 
generally rejected by both parties to 
these controversies. 


"It has been the experience of the 


Department of Labor that disinter- 
ested, intelligent, practical concilia- 
tion is capable of ending many of 
these disputes. In less than 10 years 
that the department has been in ex- 
istence 
tYie Conciliation 
Service, 


bannered by limitations in person- 
nel and equipment, has accomplished 
much in these disputes. It has hand- 
led thousands of them, involving mil- 
lions of workers. It has had no ar- 
litrary nower, no coercive authority. 
Its commissioners have been peace- 
makers in industrv, seeking to ascer- 
tain and 
appreciate the 
differing 


points of view of the two' parties to 
a controversy and by eaine<=t

painstaking appeals 
to the 
innate 


fairness 
and 
common interests of 


both sides to bring them to a com- 
mon ground where an agreement can 
he reached.

retiry's report said: 


"We must find a way to avert these 


futile, fatal appeals to force in in- 
ditetry, with their vast losses to the 
w<j4§cer, the employer, and to the pub- 
li«,wnich is today so vitally dependent 
upon industry in its daily life. We 
must and will find a way to settle 
those disputes by the force of reason 
and justice before the appeal to forte 
is made. Instead of conferences after 
months of industrial battle, I would 
have council before the strike is called. 


"There is a close community of in- 


terest between the employer and the 
worker in every industry. 
Unless 


obscured by passion and prejudice in 
the heat of dispute, that community 
of interest will operate to 
adjust 


any differences that 
may arise be- 


ftttan the two, to their common bene 
fit. This community of interest, to 
my mind* is the secret of ending 
these 'industrial conflicts. 


"There seems to be an unalterable 


opposition on the part of both em- 
ployer and worker to the bringing 
into any dispute of a third -party 
vested with all coercive powers suf- 
ficient to force 
a settlement. Our 


people have not indorsed any general 
policy of compulsion in dealing with 
the»« disputes. The principles of en- 
forcqd arbitration, in any Ruise, is 
generally rejected by both parties to 
these controversies. 


"It has been the experience of the 


Department of Labor that disinter- 
ested, intelligent, practical concilia- 
tion is capable of ending many of 
these disputes. In less than 10 years 
that the department has been in ex- 
istence 
tYie Conciliation 
Service, 


bannered by limitations in person- 
nel and equipment, has accomplished 
much in these disputes. It has hand- 
led thousands of them, involving mil- 
lions of workers. It has had no ar- 
litrary nower, no coercive authority. 
Its commissioners have been peace- 
makers in industrv, seeking to ascer- 
tain and 
appreciate the 
differing 


points of view of the two' parties to 
a controversy and by eaine<=t
